Votes Over Necessary Majority. 
The amendment to the city: charter 
i'making the initiative and referendum 
applicable to city affairs won in Tuesa- 
'day’s election by a margin of 209 votes 
over the necessary three-fifths majority. 

The vote on this amendment was 62,341 
yes, and 41,221 noexw The affirmative 
votes necessary to'carry the amendment 
on this showing was 62,142. Under the 
law, a three-fifths majority of those 
voting on the charter amendments was 
necessary to carry them. Failure to vote 
on this amendment was not equivalent, 
therefore, to Voting against it, as in 
case of the bridge bond proposition. 

The amendment gives 15 per cent of the 
voters of the city power to place an 
ordinance or charter amendment before 
the people at any regular election, and 
gives the people power by a petition of 
25 per cent of the voters to call a special 
election for any plirpose. 

The Munictpal Assembly may forestall 
the submission 6f any ordinance by 
passing it without change after the re- 
quired petitions have been signed. 

The referendum applies to public serv- 
ice corporation franchises, which must 
be submitted to a vote of the people be- 
fore they become effettive.

'|Standpat Leader Will Be Suc- 
ceeded in Congress by Baltz, 
Wealthy Farmer. 





BEATEN IN OWN PRECINCT 


County Ticket in Republican 
Stronghold Elected by the 
Democrats.

One of the biggest surprises to the 
Republican standpat leaders was the de- 
feat of Congressman William A. Roden- 
berg ef East St. Louls by William M. 
Baltz, Demecrat. On the face of virtu- 
ally complete returns Baltz has been 
chosen over Rodenberg by a plurality of 
3925 votes. 

Rodenberg was elected two years ago 
by a plurality of 5400 votes. He was one 
of the most ‘strenuous of the standpat 
leaders in Congress, and was particular- 
ly aggressive in his fight on Roosevelt. 

The Progressives evened up scores 
with Rodenberg by voting for his Demo- 
cratic Opponent. Baltz, the successful 
candidate, is a wealthy German-Anmieri- 
can farmer, living near Belleville. It 
in said he has made more than half a 
million dollars farming in St. Clair 
County. 

The Democrats elected their entire 
ticket in St. Clair County, which has 
been one of the rockribbed Republican 
counties of Illinois for many years. The 
Democrats also carried Madison and 
Jersey counties. 

Baitz carried 8t. Clair County by 2300; 
Madison by 900, Bond by 150, Monroe by 
200 and Washington by 375. 

The defeat of Rodenberg breaks the 
power of the Federal machine in South- 
ern Illinois, which has exercised a su- 
preme doumination over the political af- 
fairs of the Twenty-second Congression- 
al District,- which Rodenberg has rep- 
resented for 10 years.

Gov. Wilson has had little practi- 
cal experience in the administration 
of public office, only two years as 
Governor of his State, but in those 
two years he has become one of the 
great men of. the country through 
his devotion to duty, his intelligent 
handling of problems of state and his f 
unrelenting opposition to the puwers 
of corrupt business. 

Gov. Wilson was born Dec. 28, 1856, 
at Staunton in the beautiful Shen- 
andoah Valley. His grandfather, 
Jameg Wilson immigrated to this 
country from Ireland, 1 nding ta 
Philadelphia a little more than a cen- 
tury ago. The grandfather was a 
printer and first worked on the 
Aurora, the leading Democratic 
paper of the day and the acknowl- 
edged organ of Thomas Jefferson. 
His father, Joseph R. Wilson, was a 
Presbyterian minister, and his 
mother Janet Woodrow, was the 
jdaughter of another. Two years 
after Woodrow Wilson was born his 
father wag called to the pastorate of 
the Presbyterian Church of Augusta, 
Ga., the family remaining there 
throughout the war. 

Student of Government. 

It appears that Woodrow Wilson 
had fixed his mind Very early in his 
young manhood upon public life, or 
at any rate he devoted himself and 
his great ability to the public ser- 
vice. Thus it came about that while 
still a student he wrote the first ac- 
curate analysis and description of the 
way in which Congress has come 
actually to conduct its business. 
namely: Through committees which 
practically work in secret. In that 
article written 83 years ago, Wilson 
pleaded for publicity in public af- 
fairs as the best means of prevenfing 
corruption. His literary activities 
are ‘well known and his record as 
president of Princeton University 
likewise {s familiar to the American 
people. 

In his young days, Gov. Wilson did 

not choose the life of a pedagogue. <Aft- 
er finishing at Princeton he studied 
law at the University of Virginia and 
formed a law partnership with a young 
man in Atlanta, Ga. Clients, however, 
were few and he soon ebandoned the 
law for Hterature, which him to 
teaching. Interest in the science of poll- 
tics caused him to enter Johns Hopkins 
University in 1888 and begin the study } 
of political. economy which has placed 
him first in America in an understand- 
ing of political conditions and govern- 
mental affairs. ‘ 
In 1885 he began teaching history and 
politica] economy in Bryn Mawr College, 
remaining there three years and then 
going to Wesleyan University at Middle- 
| town, Conn., as a teacher, and then to 
Johns Hopkins University. In 1890 he 
was chosen for the chair of jurigpru- 
dence arid politics at Princeton. In 1902 
he was elected president of Princeton. 

While a teacher at Bryn Mawr Wood- 
row Wilson married at Savannah, Ga., 
Miss Ellen Lovise Axson. 

Wilson was nominated for Governor of 
New Jersey two years ago on a pro- 
gressive platform and was elected by a 
plurality of 60,000, thus changing the 
political faith of 66,000 voters in a State 
that had gone Republican two years 
before by a plurality of 82,000, 

He overturned Boss Smith, routed the 
reactionaries in his own party and by 
appealing directly to.the people com- | 
pelled the Republican majority in the 
State Senate to pass his program of _re- 
form measures. 


Reformed Ejiecticon Lave. 

This program inocladed the reform of 
the election laws to prevent corruption 
and zive more direct popular rule, the 
better regulation of corperations, a 
workingmen’s compensation law, a law 
granting cities the right to adept the 
commission form of government and 
many*ilaws designed to promote public 
health. It must be borne in mind that 
New Jersey had been a corporation-rid- 
den State and that in his fight for re- 
form Gov, Wilson had to contend not 
only with his Republican opponents, but

Returns up to noon Wednesday con- 
firmed the earlier indications that the 
Democratic national’ and State tickets 
had carried in Missouri by pluralities 
ranging from 70,000 to 90,000, the highest 
plurality any candidate ever received 
in the State.

Nortoni did not poll as large a 
vote as Roosevelt and the returns indi- 
cate McKinley will have a larger vote 
than Taft, though the returns are not 
sufficiently complete to show whether 
che Major plurality’ over McKinley. will 
be much less than the Wilson plurality 
over Taft. . 

The solid Democratic counfles, like 
s00one, Callaway, Clay and .Randolph, 
voted with their usual strength, and 
only in a few counties wag the Repub- 
lican vote sufficient to show a Repub- 
lican plurality after the Roosevelt vote 
was counted off. This means the State 
Legislature will be Democratic by a 
larger majority than in many years. 
With a Democratic State Senate, 
also is assured, Mvjor will be in-a posi- 
tion to carry out his platform promises 
of home rule for ‘the cities, and other 
reforms. 


Two Republicans Elected. 
Reports from congressional districts 


throughout the State indicate all Demo- 
cratic candidates were elected with the 
exception of O’Connor and Gill in the 
Tenth and Twelfth: Districts in St. 

Early returns indicated there 
was a possibility that Walter L. Hens- 
ley; Democratic candidate in the Thir- 
teenth District, was defeated for re- 
election, but later reports seemed to in- 
dieate he would win by ’g small plural- 
ity.

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LIFEBOATS. FOR 
ALL ABOARD SHIP 
NEW BRITISH LA 


Board of Trade‘Safety Regula- 
tions Are Ready for Submis- 
sion to Parliament. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6-—The new 
regulations for the safety of life at 
zea, drawn up by the British Board of 
Trade and now ready for submission 
to Parliament, provide as follows: 

1. All passenger ships, whether sajl 

or steam, trading between Great Brit- 
ain and foreign ports, must have life- 
boat accommodations for all on. board. 
2. The number of boats to be at- 
tactied to davits is no longer to depend 
on tonnage, but on the length of the 
ship; but no ship will be required to 
carry more davits than is sufficient to 
provide lifeboats for all on board. 
8. Launching appliances other than 
davits may be carried where the boat 
deck is of excessive height above the 
water. 
4. Lifeboats must be of a prescribed 
b -‘ild, and collapsible boats will not be 
included. A decked lifeboat will be al- 
lowed. Existing collapsible boats ire 
to be allowed only for a certain period 
after the new law goesinto effect, when 
they must be replaced by rigid life- 
boats. 

5. More motor boats than heretofore 
can be counted as lifeboats, the num- 
ber to be regulated by a committee of 
the Board of Trade. 

Better Boat Equipment. 

6. All Hfeboats must be fitted with 
protective fenders, and boat equipmen*s 
must be enlarged somewhat, and every 
boat must carry the prescribed equip- 
ment. 

7. All life jackets and life buoys are 
to be suitably placed and their posi- 
tion plainly indicated. At least alf 
the life buoys must have ignition ap- 
paratus attached. 

8. The rule that a smaller number of 
lifeboats may be allowed in the space . f 
a ship with water-tight compartmeiis 
is abrogated. : 

9. Foreign-going cargo steamships 
must have on each side lifeboats for all 
persons on board. Cargo sailing ships 
must carry sufficient and fully-equipped 
lifeboats for all on board, 

In foreign-going passenger ships the 
boat hands must be efficient deckhands. 
The Board of Trade at present has no 
power, it is said, to compel boat drills. 


Wireless International Subject, 

A bill to compel wireless telegraph 
equipment on ocean-going steamships 
has been prepared by the Board of 
Trade in consultation with the Post- 
office and Admiraity, but as this ques- 
tion is one on which international 
agreement is highly desirable, the pill 
will not be presented to Parliament un- 
til the proposed international negotia- 
tions on safety of life at sea, oro- 
vided that this course does not ental 
undue delay. 

The fixing of transatlantic steamship 
routes, and the speed of steamships in 
the vicinity of ice, are two other ques- 
tions that the board announces it will 
leave for awhile to international 4is- 
cussion. 

The new shipping rules wil) apply to 

foreign-going passenger ships, whicn 
is the total number holding Board of 
Trade certificates.

ROME, Nov. 6.—Details of the sudden 
death here of Mrs.. Carlo Ermano Pfis- 
ter, formerly Miss Hester Laughlin of 
St. Louis, were brought to light today 
by a Coroner's inquest, the verdict be- 
ing that Mrs. Pfister killed herself with 
a revolver while temporarily insane with 
acute neurasthenia. 

Testimony at the inquest showed that 
plans were under way to take Mrs. 
Ffister to America in hope of improving 
her health and that she was to visit her 
St. Louis relatives. 

Her husband, a retired Italian naval 
officer, said that yesterdaysmorning she 
told him she was going out to make pur- 
chases for the voyage and asked him to 
wait until she dressed for the shopping 
tour, 





War Report a Shock. 

She stepped into her room and an in- 
stant later Capt. Pfister heard a shot. 
He ran into the room and found his 
wife wounded and unconscious on the 
floor. 

Dr. Mazzoni, the Vatican physician, 
found Mrs. Pfister still breathing, but 
she died an hour later. 

The nervous condition which caused 
Mrs. Pfister’s aberration is said to have 
bad its beginning when her husband 
was called into active service in the 
recent Tripoli campaign. Reports were 


‘| received that a gunboat under her hus- 


band’s command had been blown up by 
the Arabs and for days it was impossible 
to learn whether Capt. Pfister was safe. 

The mental strain was so great that 
Mrs. Pfister never recovered from the 
gehock, Since then the sudden slamming 
vf ‘a door or any unusual noise caused 
weeping spells. 

In August her mother, Mrs. Henry D. 
Laughlin, came from 8t. Louis to nurse 


they went to the convent of the Blue 
Nuns in the Appenine Mountains. They 
recently returned to Rome, and it was 
believed that Mrs. Pfister was almost 
cured, 

In order to be near his wife and aid in 
caring for her, Capt. Pfjster resigned 
from the navy: after the Tripoli cam- 
paign. He had always been a most de- 
voted husband and the beautiful do- 
mestic life of the couple was often com- 
mented upon in Italian court circles. 

Before her illness Mrs. Pfister en- 
tered with great spirit into the social 
life of the capital and many of her 
friends believe that her energy in this 
direction was partly responsible for her 
nervous breakdown. 

St. Louis friends of Mrs. Pfister re- 
call that when she was a girl here and 
noted for her athletic prowess and 
splendid health, she often expressed her 
views on the individual’s personal right 
of life and death, and said that she be- 
lieved the only justifiable excuse for 
ending one’s life would be to escape the 
pain of a long, hopeless and ineurabdie 
disease.

FAR-REACHING INQUIRY 


1000 Gallons of. Whisky as 
Evidence at Coming Term of 
Arkansas Court.

FORT SMITH, Ark., Nov. 6.—Not since 
the day when Judge I. C. Parker's 
“greatest criminal court in the’ world” 
passed out of existence, when Federal 
jurisdiction over Indian Territory ‘was 


has thtre been such an’ important ses- 
sion ef the United States’ Court in this 
city as the coming term. 

Its importance results from the, Gov- 
ernment’s 
liquor into the Indian. land, by which 
designation old Indian. Territory must 
be forever known,’ according to: a late 
decision frem the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

When the next grand jury meets it is 
likely that the inv tigation into the 


| shipment of lHiquon.will be the most far- 


reaching that has ever taken place in 
the United States and will include more 
phases than ever before. This is caused 
by the fact that much of the liquor 
that goes into the Indian land is shipped 
from Fort Smith, owing to this city’s 
proximity to the Oklahoma line. 

Under the law it is a violation to at- 
tempt to take liquor into Indian Terri- 
tory and the strict enforcement of this 
statute by United States Marshal Frank 
Mayes has resulted in wholesale seiz- 
ures of ‘‘fire water."’ Enforcement offi- 
cers pounce upon suspicious packages 
and trunks that are found about depots 
and under the rules of the Interior De- 
partment they are not required to have 
a writ to seize or search shipments. 

Whisky in Caskets, Even. 

More than 1000 gallons of whisky and 
alcohol, commonly known. as “white 
mule,” are impounded’ in the Marshal's 
office. It is packed in boxes, trunks, 
grips and even burial caskets. Contrary 
to the common: belief that bootleggers 
purchase cheap gradés'of liquor, the 
seizures made by the Marshal show 
these merchants purchase in a majoritv 
of cases, nothing but the best brands. 
This is probably because it stands di- 
lution better. : 

Indictments will not only result from 
shipments or attempted shipments into 
the former territory, but also from the 
manner in which the shipments have 
been labeled. They have been delivered 
to the railways as. tools, household 
goods, food, books, paints, olls, corpses 
and pianos. A recent shipment that was 
seized after it had crossed the line was 
found ina hitge plano box that was 
supposed to contain.a-piano. In many 


and household goods have been ad- 
dressed to married and unmarried wom- 
en of Oklahoma -towns. 

That the bootlegging trade is ‘hot in- 
dulged in entirely by the male sex has 
been indicated by seizures of liquor 
taken from women By enforcement offi- 
cers who search every train going into 
Oklahoma from Fort Smith. Recently 
a woman from Wilburton was made to 
give up 10 quarts of whisky, eight half- 
quarts and two one-quart bottles of 
alcohol which she had concealed in a 
specially made union suit of canvas 
which she wore under her dress. 

Shipped in Smaller Lots. 

It has been the custom of most boot- 
leggers to pack their trunks, a favor- 
ite way of shipping liquor, to the top, 
making the trunk weigh unusually 
heavy. This system quickly became 
known to enforcement officers, who 
found so many heavy trunks containing 
liquor that they had no trouble ‘n 
‘spotting’ a contraband shipment. The 
bootleggers soon reahzed that the 
chances were against them if their ship- 
ments carried undue weight, so they 
changed their tactics and shipped sma!) 
quantities. This resulted in a general 
drouth-breaking across the line and it 
was several weeks befure the enforce- 
ment officers learned why they had be- 
come less successful than heretofore.

But I do not think so, There is 
a gredt ‘difference between the act of 
a hysterical woman and that of a pyro- 
maniac. Nero craved excitement and 
burned Rome. But he was not a pyro- 
maniac. In vulgar parlance he was 
just a ‘boozer.’ Nero burned Rome for 
a jamboree. 

Cannot Help the Act. 
“A pyromaniac commits arson because 
he or she cannot help it,” but is domi- 
nated by some imperative tendency to

FENCING OFF MEDICINE HAT. 

The plan to dam the cold Labrador current by 
@ wall built on the shallow ocean floor of the 
Grand Banks may command the attention of 

practical meteorologists in the Hast, but the 
West is interested in a simpler project for modi- 
fying climatic conditions, proposed. by President 
_J. H. Worst of the North Dakota Agricultural 
- College. 

A study of the meteorology of his State shows 
Dr. Worst that the storms which add most to 
the severity of the North Dakota climate and 
keep its mean temperature down come from the 
southeast or the northwest. He insists that, be- 
ginning at the Canadian border, rows of willow 

_ trees, each row one mile apart, should be planted 
‘@lear across the State from the Minnesota to the 
‘Montana line. This would, mean 210 rows of 
\ trees, the State measuring tnat many miles from 
north to south. 

The effects of the tree barrier on storms won'd 
be felt before they had hurdled six or eight rows, 
Dr. Worst says. Indeed, it might be assumed 
from his! predictions that people near the center 
of the State, protected by 40 or 50 rows of trees. 
would enjoy almost tropical weather. In addi- 
tion to élimatic benefits, the trees would bring 
the usual benefits of reforestation on a large 
#tale, preventing drouths and adding to tim!e1 
Wealth. 

Tt ts suggested as something of local impor- 
tance to North Dakota alone, but the entire Mis- 
sissippi Valley owes it moral, perhaps even finan- 
cial, support.

The report printed in the Sun o? 
Monday that the King of Italy will 
shortly assume the title of Emperor 
of Rome has as yet received no offi- 
cial confirmation, and it is hardly 
likely to receive it. While it is easy 
to see how that historic title might 
appeal to many Italians, and possibly 
to King Victor himself, particularly 
at this time of national congratula- 
tion when the country has just 
emerged victorious from a war, and 
though the matter has very possibly 
been seriously considered, there are, | 
we think, two grave objections that 
will effectually prevent the idea from 
being carried into execution. 

The first is the obvious objection 
that will occur readily to any one 
who has knowledge of the relations 
between the Vatican and the Quini- 
nal The new dignity for the Quiri- 
hal would assuredly not be allowed to 
pass without protest from the Vati- 
Can, 

The second objection ig less obvious 
but equally important. That which 
makes the Kingdom of Italy one of 
the most remarkable political pheno- 
mena of modern Europe is the con- 
version of what Disraeli termed “n 
geographical expression” into- a 
united nation. 

To revive at this time of day the 
title “Emperor of Rome’ would be to 
exalt unduly the capital at the ex- 
pense of other cities of, the kingdom, 
and to remind them of ancient rival- 
ries which the record of the past 54 
years has almost obliterated.
